SCHOOL REPORT 
SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Lempster School Board: 


I herewith submit my second annual report as your Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 
| In these times when it is hard to raise taxes, let me pass 
rapidly over the lines along which reports are generally made, 
that I may place before you a study of our finances. 

With Miss Viola Davis at the East Lempster School, Miss 
Priscilla Fay at the Cragin School, and Miss Margaret Fay at 
the Street School, you have experienced and able teachers who 
have made a study of the pupils as individuals and their needs. 
The pupils are industrious, are making good progress, and seein 
happy at their work. To me these are signs of a good school. 

Over a term of years you have improved the buildings and 
grounds. While there are improvements that we would like to 
make, they are now in very good condition. Chemical toilets 
and larger wood sheds should be added when we can afford 
them. The pupils at the Cragin School have moved away except 
five. Unless there is an unexpected increase in the number of 
children of school age, I feel that it would be better for the 
children and cheaper for the District if they were transported 
to one of the other schools next year. 

In the table of comparisons I have averaged the data from 
the last ten annual reports made to the State on finances and 
on general statistics. The last material that we have complete 
is for 1930-31, we are asked to estimate the needs for 1932-338. 

You will notice that the State has helped as we needed 
more for transportation, teachers, etc. The State allows for 
each grouping such as teachers an amount equal, if spent, the 
average paid in the state for similar items. This allowance 
changes from year to year. Sometimes we spend more than we 
had planned or less. The State makes an adjustment to cover 
this and adds or subtracts the adjustments in the account for 
the next state check. Transportation has increased, but should 
be smaller next year unless new families move into town. If 
the Cragin School is closed next year, there will be a saving of 
one teacher’s salary, and for wood and janitor’s service, but the 
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five children would have to be transported to one of the other 
schools. The extra expense would not be great as we are trans- 
porting part of these children now. The saving would be part 
for the District and part for the State. 

I wish to thank the Lempster School Board for their 
kindness and help, and the teachers and parents for their 
cooperation.
